ing. 


Ingram said he and a brother, Mitchéll, and four of their 
cousins had gone to the club to listen to the music. At 
closing time when everybody was just standing around,” 
Howard said he decided to go out and sit in his car-and wait 
for his relatives. 


Soon afterward one of his cousins ran to the car and told 
him police were taking Mitchell to the “paddy wagon.” 
Howard said he went to the wagon and asked what “my 
brother had done to be arrested." 


About that time he said someone in the crowd identified 
him to police as “the nigger who w with that white girl” 
When police heard that, Howard said, they began beating 
him in the face and knocking him down as he frantically 
pleaded with them. 

Howard, an employee of Ross Laboratory for the past 
three years, said the officers dumped him on the floor in the

McCall was scheduled to 
enter a plea Thursday. He is 
held without bond. 

He was arrested Feb. 10 
when San Francisco police 
raided what they claimed was 
a fortress-like headquarters 
of a black security guard ser- 
vice. 

Moore was shot to death as 
he answered a knock on the 
door of what police called a 
“boot joint” at 434 Naghten 
St. 

Police said McCall was 
living at 2222 Homestead Dr. 
at the time of the slaying. He 
was working in Columbus as 
a janitor but spent most of 
his life in the Oakland, Calif.

Arrests were only made in 
connection with two of the 
cases. Buchanan's wife, Ruth’ 
Ann, 32, was charged with 
assault with a deadly weapon 
in connection with the 
shooting of her husband, She 
was freed on $500 bond and 
has not yet entered a plea.

has the potential of providing 
three to one matching funds 
to assist the Franklin County 
Welfare Dept. in establishing 
@ comprehensive social ser- 
vice network to aid the poor. 

Brooks said that he is ex- 
pressing concern at this time 
because of a June.1 deadline 
after which time “critical 
limitations” willbe placed on 
the available federal funds. 
At this time, he explained, no 
ceiling has been placed on 
the amount of. money each 
state can receive. 

He stated that CMACAO 
cannot use its federal) funds 
for this project because the 
only federal funds thet may 
be used are Model Cities 
monies. Private foundations, 
however, can take advantage 
of the Title 4-A funds, he 
said. 

Franklin County Welfare 
Director Leza Gooden has 
ming agencies as to the 
availability of the funds, but 
there doesn't seem to be 
much active leadership and 
interest.” 

Brooks said that theiegisia- 
tion may be being ignored 
because “of the tremendous 
amount of bureaucratic, red- 
tape that has become assoc- 
lated with federal funding. 
This mounting bureauracy is 
just one more obstacle we 
have in attempting to fight 
the so-called war on poverty. 
it may very well be scaring 
people off.” 

According to Brooks the 
legisiation allows for the 
community “to be able to get 
at the root causes of poverty 
with meaningful services, 
training and-other community 
opportunities which could 
help reduce the necessity for 
welfare in many cases and in 
others*offer a more humane 
approach to the status of 
being a recipient.” 

He said that “we are con- 
cerned about the poor of this 
community-the poor white 
and the poor black. '"* * ost 
appears as tho... the poor 
has Become the ‘Forgotten 
American.” 

Brooks pointed’ out that for 
the first time it is possible to 
bring public and private 
agencies together to develop 


@ comprehensive social ser- 
vice plan and to share the 
welfare needs among the 
total community. This sharing 
of responsibilities would go a 
long way toward reducing 
misconceptions about the 
welfare recipients and 
towards developing better 
services, he added. 

Brooks also pointed out 
that this same “community 
apathy and lack of vigorous 


~ leadership" is applicate to 


the situation facing the East 
Central Citizens Organization 

(ECCO). The Office of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
has announced that ECCO 
will be defunded as of June 
30. This means that $900,000 
will disappear from the 
Columbus economy, he said. 

“It is my opinion that com- 
munity support of ECCO by 
the business and political 
leaders as well as from other 
social welfare agencies and 
black leaders could have 
altered that situation,” he 
said. 

Brooks said that there is a 
new unity developing among 
local Black leaders, but “will 
anyone listen to them?” 

He said that the federal 
funds that come into the 
Columbus community ald not 
only the poor, but “help 
stimulate the entire economy. 
We would think that the 
business community and the 
Political power structure 
would show more concern. It 
is saddening to watch 
political leadership ignore 
the poor. Politicians have an 
obligation to take dynamic 
steps to insure the return of 
tax money to the community, 
Why aren't they doing it?”

The Jews had money 
but they were slaughtered by 
the Nazis." He continued by 
saying, “"We- must exercise 
our political power, for it is 
the means by which we are 
going to be heard. It doesn’t 
matter where we five in this 
country, political thrust is the. 
final non-violent hurrah.” 

“| have no respect for 
those persons walking 
around With clenched fists '-~ 
clenched around nothing. 
Let's clench our fists around 
something -- voting, around 
our families,” Jackson said. 

Jackson «cautioned the 
audience to support the 
defeat of gerrymandering 
which excludes Blacks from 
being represented, ‘‘We 
should Wave 44 Black 
congressional representa- 
tives instead of the present 
13,” he said. 

Jackson called on biacks 
and poor whites in this coun- 
try to unite. He said, “We are 
all suffering from the same 
oppressions."’ He related how 
poor white and black pulp 
wood workers in Laurel, 
Miss., united to rid them- 
selves of some oppressive 
conditions, using the legal 


services of the NAACP. 


In closing his speech, 
Jackson said, “We are 
gathered, representing the 
idea that Blacks, Whites, 
Jews, and other peoples can 
get along together; however, 
if we are here in this room 
just to break bread and 
socialize, then we are 
missing the boat.”

It is, truly, about the only 
complete work on the late 
Muslim leader, and will surely 
in years to come be serving 
as a guiding light to many 
young persons seeking 
knowledge of a man who 
created such a resounding 
impact on black rights. : 

Not many months ago, after 
being introduced-to Haley by 
Bill Stennis, owner of the 
Golden Bird chain here, and 
by Edward E. Tillmon of the 
Bank of Finance, | was 
driving Haley to a speaking 
engagement at the University 
of California at Santa Bar- 
bara, Haley showed me a 
contract for a movie to be 
made of a book he had not 
yet then written. Its tentative 
title was ‘Before This 
Anger.” 

He explained that he had 
for a long time wondered 
about his black ancestry-- 
beyond the so-called May- 
flower, and wanted to write 
about it. He said Reader's 
Digest had financed much of 
his research into his African 


lineage, and that he had 
found immense historical 
facts about the ancestry of 
many_American-_black people 
in the task, But here he was, 
he lamented, devoting much 
valuable timé to speaking of 
his research findings. 

Then, he took an instruc- 
tional job at UC-Berkeley, 
More time could be devoted 
to writing the book, which 
had already been lined up 
with a publisher. Soon, his 
marital ties closing in and 
requests coming at him from 
everywhere to lecture about 
his findings, Haley became 
fed up with the hamperings, 
and forthwith booked a ship's 
tour around the world, locked 
himself up in his stateroom 
and began writing. 

Now, the second Alex 
Haley book, titled, “Roots,” is 
ready. It will soon be 
published as a novel. 

Columbia Pictures will film 
it, and show it as a full four- 
hour motion picture, giving 
full scope to the story of the 
Gambia River, Africa, emana- 
tion of a rebellious black 
named Kunte Kinte, and his 
shipment as a slave who 
escaped to the shores of a 
land which many claim their 
ancestors settled in search of 
freedom,” The year was 1767. 

Ales Haley is a seventh- 
generation descendant of 
Kunte Kinte. Of his story, he 
says: "This isn't the story of a 
family, it's the saga of a 
people.” Now Haley is setting 
up the Kinte; Corp., along 
with his brother George. It 
will establish a library for 
records of black families who 
desire knowledge of their 
African forebears, as a lamp 
of prideful guidance for the 
present. and the future.

ind other times losing. Now 
vas the supreme test for both 
f_them. they. were- fighting 
or the g-eatest title in the 
iympic Games. friendship 
vas forgotten as they 
repared daily for the coming 
vents in the decathion 

Johnson's athletic life read 
ike old Horatio Alger stories. 
ut his was true. Like most 
lack athletes. Johnson came 
rom a poor family of three 
iris and two boys outside of 
Jallas Texas. They finally 
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moved to a town called 
Kingsburg, California. You 
can believe it or not. but the 
Johnson family lived in a box 
car, As a youngster Johnson 
learned to play baseball and 
football. He became the town 
hero when he led the Kin- 
sburg High School football 
team to three championships. 
Despite: all the publicity he 
never got the swell head. 

He was a modes vong 
man and the town folks loved 
him for it. As a football player 
he was a sensational running 
back and a .400 hitter in 
baseball. yes. he also'was a 


good basketball player too. in . 


fact he was an all around 
athlete at Kingsburg High 
School. But he loved track 
more than any sport. 

It was in high school that 
his thoughts began to move 
him nearer to become an all 
around track star and the 
young man never forgot his 
ambitions. His track coach, 
Ducky Drake treated him like 
a son and helped prime his 
young star for the future 
Olympic Games. “Johnson 
impressed me and all of the 
staff the first day we saw him 
in action,” said Drake "He 
was a natural athlete.” 

In his freshman year at 
UCLA he ‘cracked the 
decathlon record. He was 
being groomed for the 1956 
Olympic Games at 
Melbourne, but in training for 
the Games. he aggravated an 
old football injury. He knew 
he was finished for the 
Games, so he began his time 
helping his Chinese friend 
for the Melbourne Games. 

Johnson thought he was 
all through, but his coach 
asked him to stay in training 
and get ready for the 1960 
Olympic Games. He worked 
tard for four years while also 
maintaining a fine scholastic 
record and was elected 
President of the Student 
Body in his senior year.

Ghana's deposed Presi- 
dent. Kwame Nkrumah. 
is dead at-age 62. The first 
man to lead an African 


colony to independence after ’ 


World War HH, died last week 
in exile in Conakry, Guinea. 

His death, of Cancer was 
announced by President 
Sekou Toure of Guinea, a 
long time friend 

Nkrumah was born Sept. 
21. 1909, in a tiny village on 
the African Gold Coast. He 
grew up speaking the twin 
dialect. learned English at a 
mission school, worked his 
way through Acca's 
Achimota College. and later 
spent ten years in the U.S 

While attending Lincoln 
University and the University 
of Pennsylvania, he wrote 
home to his friends: “If | fail 
to bring self-government to 
the Gold coast, bury me 
alive!” 

After two years at the Lon- 
don schdol-of economics, 
where te completed his 
education, Nkrumah returned 
to his native land in 1947 to 
join the growing indepen- 
dence movement; quickly he 
became its most eloquent 
speaker. 

Jailed-by- the British. colon- 
izers, he became a national 
hero. He was later released 
after His party's victory at the 
polls and proved to be the 
liberator of his people. 

Upon acclaimation as 
President, in the early fifties, 
“Osagyeto" (redeemer), as he 
was sometimes called, or- 
dered his picture placed on 
stamps and coins in place of 
that of The Queen of Britain. 
He forbade the singing of 
“God Save The Queen” and, 
had a 20-foot statue of him- 
self erected in the city 
square. % 

By the year 1966, times had 
drastically changed. No more 
was there the great adulation 
by the people which had acc- 
ompanied his entrance into 
office. The halo had ceased 
to-exist. . ; 

A tiny” group “of Army 
dissidents, who many 
believed were trained by the 
Américan_Central_Intelligie- 
nce Agency (CIA) and the 
British Intelligience Service, 
took jover Ghana while the 
“Osagyefo" was on a mission 
to Peking 

There was no doubt that he 
had enemies, for prior to his 
overthrow. there were three 
asassination attempts made 
on his life 

During Nkrumah's adminis- 
tration, he made many great 
accomplishments. He built 
schools and hospitals, and 
also doubled his country’s 
literacy rate. He set up scores 
of state-owned corporations, 
along with air and shipping 
lines. 

He was a follower of Mar- 
cus Garvey, the Black Nation~- 
alist and Karl Marx. 

Of his death, it was said: A 
great black man is dead...but 
never to be forgotten.

Civil rights attorneys 
believe the issue of whether 
permanent expulsion is un- 
constitutional is important 
since it deprives the student 
of his right to a public 
education. They believe, as 
they have argued in some of 
the cases, the school systems 
must provide alternative 


forms of education for ex- 
pelled students 

Recently, the U.S: Sth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans ordered the return to 
class of some 40 students 
who were expelled by Tify 
County, Ga. school officials 
for the remainder of the 
academic year, The Fund was 
successful in the case. 

in Charlotte, N.C.. the 
Legal Aid Society of Meck- 
lenburg County, has sued in 
cases involving due process 
issues and the obligation of a 
school system to provide al- 
ternative education for ex- 
pelled students. 

Suspensions in the school 
system here have increased 
along with school desegrega- 
tion and tensions in junior 
and senior high schools, In 
the 1968-69 school year, 
before extensive desegrega- 
tion, the system had about 
1,500 suspensions, according 
to Shelby Blum, the legal aid 
attorney handling the cases.

College EntranceTestsAre 


Free For Poor Applicants 


A College’ Entrance 
Examination Board program 
to eliminate admissions test 
fees for needy college ap- 
plicants is smoothing the 
road to higher education for 
students from. low-income 
families 

This is the second year the 
Board has used the Free 
Waiver Program, Through 
March, some 22,600 fees for 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) and the subject-matter 
Achievement tests have been 
waived nationwide. This 
amounts to a $162,000 loss in 
potential income for the 
Board, somewhat more than 
one half of the $300,000 al- 
location for this year's 
program 

In Ohio, nearly 900 waivers 
have been granted, amoun- 
ting to almost $6,400 worth of 
free testing ‘ 

The final testing date for 
the SAT and Achievement 
tests for the current school 
year is July 8. Students must 
register by June 7 to avoid 
paying a penalty fee for late 
registration.

This not only 
failed to materialize, but Dr. Lam- 
bright's son, M.H. “Middie" Lam- 
bright, Jr.. was elected president of 
the Cleveland Academy of Medicine, 
and work at all levels is now being 
done by minority group members in 
all the hospitals of Cleveland. 

Forest City Hospital today is ser- 
ving almost 12,000 patients a year 
under severe handicaps posed by 
the inadequacy of its ical plant. 
It needs money for expansion ~ and 
deserves this money on its record.

system. 
T Cart Strauss attributes this lack 
success to “Goot-ofts” on the part 
Of the men who operate the center, 
many of whom seem tempermentally 
unfitted for thelr assignments. 

This may be news to many 
Clevelanders, but not to the 
residents of Cleveland's inner-city, 
where the wide gap between calls 
from citizens to the police and the 
response fo these calls approach the 
disgraceful, 


Until this response time is cut to a 
minimum,. all. of the_efforts_ being. 
made by Police Chief Gerald 
Radamaker to restore confidence in 
the police department among 
residents in- the inner-city, will be 
futile. 

It has long been obvious to black 
Clevelanders that mary of the men 
who man the communications 
machinery downtown are con- 
ditioned to give tow priority to calis 
originating in what the statisticians 
like to label “high crime areas.” 
Frequently calls from this area are 
met with derisive comments from the

Regardiess of fies Gov. John Gilligan 
explains it, he was left in a most em- 
barassing predicament last week when 
Sen. Edmund Muskie abruptly pulled out 
of the Ohio Democratic Presidential 
sweepstake. And even if the entire 
Muskie delegates slate had been elected 
Tuesday, it will still be difficult for 
Gilligan to live down. 

As a Democratic Governor, both he 
and the general public could expect him 
to be embarrassed by the Republican 
controlled Ohio Legislature. But when 
one of his own political stripe. and for 
whom he has laid his political reputation 
on the line; virtually dumps him right'or 
the eve of the primary election, as 
Muskie did, it must have been an awfully 
bitter pill to swaliow. 

Since this column ts written before the 
primary election, it goes without saying 
that the election outcome is unknown at 
this time. However, it is safe to predict 
that Gilligan will have heard repeated 
many times the old “I told you so” 
phrase. This is almost certain to be the 
theme of Frank King, President, Ohio 
AFL-CIO. who supported the presidential 
ambition of Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. 
and who pleaded with Gilligan to refrain 
from engineering the Muskie bandwagon 
earlier this year 

Muskie. of course; in bowing out of 
primaries, minimized the effectiveness of 
primary elections. Gilligan later voiced 
this same sentiment, but they both are 
well aware of the fact. that to go to the 
Democratic National Convention wearing 
the marks of a loser, could prove to be 
fatal to his nomination chances when the 
balloting begins next July.

system, filed here recently by the NAACP 
in U.S. District Court. 

William T. Wright, in a letter t6 Nixon, 
urged him to use the full energies of the 
Justice Dept. to insure that local school 
boards continue having contro! over 
local schools. He -wrote the letter 
because he feels strongly about the 
question of integration by busing and felt 
that the time to act is now, Wright told 
reporters. 

Although the suit was filed on behalf 
of black students and parents in Dayton, 
it will also apply to all Ohio schools ex- 
periencing similar segregation practices, 
J; Maynard Dickerson, one of the attor= 
neys in the case, said. 

Dickerson, appointed to the State 
Liquor Control Commission by former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, only to be 
replaced by Gov. Gilligan, may have 
found a special degree of satisfaction 
assisting in filing the suit, since Gilligan 
was among the defendants. Dickerson, 
like Gilligan, a Democrat, wasn’t bitter 
because he was replaced, but he was 
both angry and hurt at the way it was 
done. It was another member of the 
board who notified him of his removal, 
not Gilligan or anyone connected with 
his office. 

David Hill, the newest member of the 
Ohio Board of regents, withstood the 
acid test of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee last week at a pre-contirmation 
hearing. He was appointed to succeed 
Or, Maceo Clarke of Dayton, who 
resigned. 

Hill, who like Clarke, is black, after 
withstanding severe grilling from the 
committee and its chairman, Sen. Robert 
Shaw, was unanimously approved. In 
okaying the 40 year old Clevelander, the 
committee even praised him for his views 
on the responsibilities of the regents. He 
will later be confirmed by the Senate 
body 


Strange things can happen to justice 
in a court room. So strange-in some in- 
stances that one wonders if this is the 
Proper place to achieve such a thing. 

The case of Louis E. Smith, 38, of 670 
N. Cresent Ave., Avondale has left many 
black citizens wondering about this 
strange kind of justice. 

Smith was found guilty by a jury on a 
charge of carrying a concealed weapon 
and was immediately sentenced by Com- 
mon Pleas Judge William Morrissey to 
one to three years in the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary. And right away he was swished off 
fo the Penitentiary. That was probably a 
record for speed in a Cincinnati Court 
Room. 

The swiftness with which this was-han- 
died and also the stiffness of the sen- 
tence, since this was the first time Smith 
had been in any kind of trouble, angered 
local black citizens. 

Picket signs went up, and Ohio Gover- 
nor John J. Gilligan who doesn't know 


‘ Smith from Adams ‘and didn't know 


| anything about the Smith Case, suddenly 
found himself a target of picket signs. 

The local blacks felt that this was 
something that should be brought to the 
attention of the Governor and since the 
governor's appearance heré in behalf of 
Senator Muskie seemed to have been a 
lost cause, blacks felt they should make 
use of the governor's time. 

As 2 result, Smith has been brought 
back from the penitentiary and released 
on bond. 

The argument as to whether or not 
Smith received a fair trial might be a 
useless argument. because the books 
say he should be judged by his peers 
and supposedly a jury of 12 men and

ted a peer group. 

Apparently it was proven to the jurors 
that Smith was carrying a concealed 
weapon as he was charged on February 
21, 1971, and whether or not carrying a 
concealed weapon on his person in his 
Gwr living room as he argued immunes 
him from that section of the law per-

taining to concealed weapon is probably 
grounds for further arguments in a 
higher court. 

Who is Smith? And why the immediate 
sentencing and swishing right off to the 
penitentiary and why such a stiff sen- 
tence on a first offense when files in- 
dicate that Smith had no previous 
record? 

Smith works at General Electric Com- 
pany plant in Evendale. He also serves 
as chairman of the Justice Opportunity 
Betterment group which represents some 
employees, mostly blacks, at GE. 

JOB really is a watchdog group which 
became involved in seeing that blacks 
get an equal share of job opportunities, 
advancements, promotions into the cor- 
porate structure at G.E.

appears then as a year of many 
decisions. 

The threat of disunity looms as an in- 
surmountable eventuality: 

The number of Democratic candidates, 
of itself. divides the ranks of political 
leaders. 

As President Richard M. Nixon's 
busing policy divides the nation and 
threatens the jurisdiction as well as well 
as the authority of the courts, the people 
are becoming more confused and 
divided. 

Despite all the millions being poured 
into every kind of conceivable program 
for training black people, the-net result, 
if we are to believe the govenmert'= nwn 
figures. has had no appreciable éHect 
on our growing unemployed problem. 

Since most of our problems have roots 
deep in politics, the presidential election 
this year is very important to us. 

Negro voters generally are Democrats 
However, the affinity for the party this 
year, isn't nearly as fervent as it was 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt, with his 
siren song. herded our people into the 
Democratic ranks where they have 
remained ever since. 

In the big urban sections of the North 
and West where blacks live in ever 
growing numbers, their votes are vitally 
important still to Democratic victory. 

Despite. the prominence of Negroes in 
the Democratic party, white Democrats 
to this day in practically every area, are 
reluctant to give recognition to black 
leadership in party affairs. And they are 
unwilling to vote for Negro candidates 
on the Democratic ticket. 

This fact is causing much dissension 
among Negro Democrats. The evidence 
of this racist attitude in white voting, 
both nationally and locally, is borne out 
by the fact that, in Congress, Negro Con- 
gressmen were ali elected in districts 
forty per cent or more black. 

On the other side of the political coin, 
Republican Senator Edward Brooke, the 
third Negro ever elected to the U. S. 
Senate, was elected in Massachusetts, 
where the black population is a very 
small minority. The chances are far 
greater for a Negro Republican to be 
elected in a majority white district than it 
is for a Negro Democrat. 

Despite the. jarge Negro Democratic 
vote, Negro leaders with followings of 
thousands of Negro voters, have great 
difficulty in breaking into the higher 
Positions of Democratic officialdom. 

The Democratic party is going to have 
to make some drastic changes in attitude 
toward Negro voters and leaders. There 
is a discernible drift or shift in Negro 
voters away from the Democratic party 
toward independence. More and more 
black voters are ducking party primaries. 

This is going to be a hard year for 


Negro Democrats. Nixon's reelection at

Edmund S. Muskie from the Democratic 
Presidential Primary -free-for-all, while 
leaving many of his ardent Ohio suppor- 
ters (including Governor Gilligan) out on 
the limb, should have enhanced the 
chances of Senator Hubert Humphrey, 
the happy warrior who seems cast by 
fate to be a Democratic presidential 
bridesmaid. 

This is why, even before the votes are 
cast in Ohio, many political experts will 
be cranking up their computers for a 
forecast of how much appeal Senator 
Humphrey has for the black electorate 
nationwide. By virtually every 
measurement, Humphrey is entitled to 
strong support from black Democrats, 
since none of the other Demos seeking 
the nomination can approach the con- 
sistency of the Humphrey record on civil 
rights. 

In this light, it is easy to see why 
Congressman Louis Stokes was so in- 
censed over the attempt by Michigan's 
John Conyers to come into Ohio waving 
the torch tor George McGovern, the 
darling of the anti-war demonstrators 
and a fellow who talks a very liberal line. 
. Stokes points out that Conyers has 
given his support to Congresswoman 
Shirley Chisholm in his native Michigan, 
and correctly labels as opportunistic that 
Conyers can now come into Ohio 
booting the McGovern candidacy. 

The Ohio campaigning, then, is not 
only critical in the Humphrey bid to head 
the Demograt ticket in another run 
against Richard Nixon, but will reflect 
the influence of the 21st Congressional 
District Caucus now that its glamour boy, 
Carl B. Stokes Is reciting the news rather 
than making it. 

Prior to the voting Tuesday, Senator

Jobs in the inner city are drying up 
every week as factories move and stores 
close. if the black neighborhoods could 
be made safe for small businesses and 
needed retail stores, thousands of jobs 
would be created and, a number of black 
businesses would prosper. 

Robberies and tack of insurance, are 
closing most of the neighborhood type 
stores in our areas. Since this type of 
crime is increasing instead of dimin- 
ishing, there isn’t much hope for any ap- 
Preciable turn for the better. 

These are the problems Negro leaders 
must grapple with. There are no easy 
solutions: However, unless and until 
Negro residents take more interest in the 
daily problems they face in their neigh- 
obrhoods and resolve to do whatever is 
necessary to correct them; until they fir- 
mly resolve to make their homes and 
streets sale, there is little hope that out- 
side-help can accomplish much. 

The picture is not a rosy one 
for us in 1972, but, it is a challenging 
one.

People In vestment Needed 


The economy may or may not be get- 
ling better, depending on who you fi | ye 
to, but one thing is for sure—unemploy- 
ment is still outrages igh and 
SMows No signs of dr vent 

Some people think it's not all that bad, 
The overall figures are up around six per 
cent of the work force, and optimists say 
that for married men witff tamilies, it’s 
much lower, If we could just bring the 
oferall figures down to around five per 
cent, they say, things would be fine, 

Fine for who? Some years back, the 
overall unemployment rate was only 3.6 
per cent. and economists were congratu- 
lating themselves about something they 
called “full employment.” But that “full 
employment’ meant that nearly seven 
per cent of blacks were unemployed and 
one out of four black teenagers couldn't 
lind jobs. 

A theoretical five per cent rate would 
be worse for blacks, It would mean one 
ovt of ten blacks out of work, and one 
Out of three teenagers on the. streets, 
jobless...What a waste of human. and 
Physica! resources! How. can any country 
accept ,such a disastrous manpower 
Situation? 

The cities are especially hard hit. New 
York City. for example. lost more than 
180.000 jobs in just two-years. That 
means one out of every seven manufac- 
turing jobs were lost. As the ecdnomy 
shifts {rom producing goods to 
Producing services, we're going to see 
an even greater shrinkage of blue-collar 
jobs. 

Many people are still under the im- 
pression that the problem will solve it- 
self, Once the economy starts moving 
again. they say. these lost jobs will open 
up again Maybe. but far more probable 
is the prospect that fewer job openings 
will occurr since increased mech- 
anization, aided by tax laws favor- 
ing businesses that buy new equip- 
ment, will reduce the need for as many 
workers as previously. And that still 
doesn't deal with the pressing problem

Will CMACAO Be Next? 


Who's-next? | do-not know whether 
this question should be one of an in- 
terrogating or rheotrical nature But on 
he heels of dumping the ECCO ‘ederally 
funded program, other federally funded 
programs_and agencies are becoming 
paranoid about the possibility of their 
demise in the near and foreseeable 
future % 

Will CMACAO be next? But what is 
most disturbing is not only the racist 
bureaucratic actions of the federal 
government. but the glaring impotence 
of the community to save these programs 
and the apathy and indifference which 
have set in 

4 large segment of the Columbus com- 
munity rallied and organized to save the 
Ohio Theatre:-nothing-on an orqanized 
cammunity-wide level was done tq_save 
ECCO Given all the problems and dif- 
freulties that ECCO both internally and 
externally faced. the organization was at- 
tempting to build new institutions in the 
black community which were to be com- 
munity controiad and directad-in- 
stitutions 

ECCO's ideolngical goal nf community 
self-determination was certainly com« 
patible to the overall contemporary and 
futtiristic Struggle of the Back liberation 
struggle toward self-determination. But 
do not let anyone convince you that 
ECCO was killed hecause of bad 
management” or “bad leadership” or 
internal conflicts 

The underlying fundamental reason 
why ECCO was killed was because its 
ohilasophy of building community- 
ranteniiad institiitioas was inconsistent 
ath and incompatible to the present 


of what to do about the millions that 
can't find work even in boom times. 

The various solutions still being tried— 
training programs and so forth@must ben 
expanded and continued, There should 
also be built-in guarantees of a job at the 
end of the line, too. as in various on-the- 
job training programs such as that run 
by the Urban League which placed more 
than 20,000 people in new jobs resulting 
in nearly $80 million added income to the 
black community. 

Such programs are a form of “people 
investment’ and the cost of training 
people is actually less than the taxes’ 
they pay on their increased incomes 
This kind of people investment Pays high 
dividends, and new attempts to cope 
with unemployment should be oriented 
to investment in human potential. 

An example of the kind of employment 
plan that could insure a job tor everyone 
capable of working and who_wants to 
work is public service employment 
Recently Andrew Brimmer, of the Federal 
Reserve Board, stated that the present 
limited program of public service em- 
Ployment should be doubled, creating 
200,000 new jobs. Public service jobs are 
government jobs at local levels paid for 
by the federal government, 

These jobs are important not only 
because they put people to work, but 
because they enable hard-pressed local 
governments to provide essential #;; 
vices like sanitation, health care, ‘and 
others, they improve the quatity of urban 
life. 

Even doubling the program would 
leave far too many people jobless and tar 
too many essential services unpertor- 
med. Providing for at least 500,000 such 
jobs this year and more in future years 
could be the fastest way to cut unem- 
ployment and make cities more liveable 

it Is clear that action has to be taken 
now and such a major investment. in 
people and in human potential will put 
us on the road to a better, more 
prosperous society 


Nixon Administration which is dedicated 
to securing the colonized status of 
blacks in the ghettoes of every major city 
in the United States. 3 

If we do not understand it, then we 
have surely been duped into thinking tike 
a colonized mind thinks. It thinks that the 
locus of the problems of the blatk com- 
munity is the black community itself 

We have learned a costly lesson from 
the ECCO experience. The lesson is sim- 
ply this ‘ 

Federally funded agencies Which have 
any notion of community control as their 
goal had better go to other sources than 
the federal government for funding The 
other alternative would be. to give up 
such a goal and conform completely to 
the wishes of the present administration 
and its bigoted bureaucrats 

Very frankly, this is the dilemma that is 
CMACAO’s, Already CMACAO has made 
some substantial compromises with the 
federal “crats.” How many more com- 
promises will CMACAO have. to make 
before it-will have to abandon some of {ts 
earlier positions regarding community 
participation and control? 

Hence, CMACAO, like ECCO. is naw 
faced with the double-dilemma of poor 
people's survival and its swi CMACAO 
may have to sacrifice more of its prin- 
ciples in order to survive to serve the 
people in.some way or seek other alter- 
Natives 

Perhaps one way to overcome the 
community's impotence to save these 
Programs is to go to the polls during 
election time, Anyway. we must seek 
other alternatives to save our programs 
and our principles

Estate Willed To 


The Negro blind of Cleveland and 
Guyahoga County were the beneficiaries 
under a ruling in probate court on the 
last will and testament of the late Harry 
L. Smith, venerable publisher of the 
defunct “Gazette.” which appeared on 
time for more than 40 years 

The entire estate, valued at $8,000 and 
including three pieces of property. was 
to be sold according to the terms of the 
will, "NOT at a sacrifice.’ and the 
proceeds were to be donated to the 
deserving blind of color (Negroes) who 
were residents of Cuyahoga County the 
will stated Smith's estate was originally 
bequeathed in its entirety to Viola M. 
Ulmer, who was white, with a provision 
that she was to hold possession of the 
estate and use the net income from its 
administration “in any way she saw fit 
during her life time. as long as she 
remained unmarried.” ; 

Following the death of Miss Ulmer and 
upon a petition to Probate Court by At- 


torney-Harry-E Davis Judge Nelson -M— 


Brewer construed the terms of the will as 
applicable to the Cleveland Society tor 
The Blind. in which Negroes were in- 
cluded “in the absence of any society for 


blind colored people,” 


Dixie Pardon Board 

The Louisiana Pardon Board virtually 
closed all hope for Willie Francis, 18- 
year-old youth from St. Martinville, when 
it denied a plea to save him trom a 
second trip to the electric chair. 

Both thé Louisiana and the United 
States Supreme Court refused to inter- 
vene and save him. 

On May 9, 1947, a petition was filed on 
Francis behalf in the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana, and On May 11, 1947, a sup- 
plemental petition was filed alleging that 
@ second attempt to execute Francis 
would be in violation of the due process 
clause of the fourteenth amendment’ to 
the Federal Constitution. The Louisiana 
Supreme Court denied the patitions,.but 
the U.S. Supreme Court decided to 
review the case on June 10, 1947. 

On November 8, 1944, Francis 
allegedly waited for three hours behind a 
Mr. Andrew Thomas’ garage waiting for 
him.to come home from his drug store in 
St Martinsville. Francis is alleged to 
have been armed with a pistol which he 
had previously stolen, After Thomas 
arrived, Francis is alleged to have shot 
him five times and then taken his wallet 
containing four dollars. 


The Negro Blind 


In August 1945. nine months later, 
Francis was arrested in Port Arthur, 
Texas on charges of assaulting and rob- 
bing a man there at that time he was 
alleged to have confessed to Texas of- 
ficials the murder of Andrew Thomas, 

Francis was convicted of murder on 
September 13, 1945. The next day he was 
sentenced to death. At the time of the 
alleged crime he was 15 years of age. 
The evidence against him consisted 
chiefly of an alleged confession. No 
evidence whatsoever was introduced at 
the trial in his behalt 

The Governor issued a warrant for the 
execution of Francis by electrocution 
May 3, 1947. 

When the chair failed to bring death to 
Francis on the day of the execution, and 
the Governor ordered a reprieve until 
May 9, 1947. On May 7, 1947, a petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus was filed on 
Francis’ behalf. The writ was denied the 
same day

Can | send 
two different bills to the carrier for two 
entirely different servic general 
Practitioner and radiologist--together 
on one Reguest for Payment form? 

ANSWER; Yes

No, Adoption by a grandparent does 
not stop a child's social security 
benefits. However, if the child were

The city had condemned his ram- 
shackle homes, his outhouses and water 
pumps. He had to give them all up as he 
was relocated on the Hilllop and the 
overwhelming results developed into just 
another all-Diack community 

Kinda reminds one of the US govern- 
ment continually relocating the American 
Indian further and further west up to the 
garden spots on the Pacific Coast 

Not only did the Bottoms and the 
Goodale community lose its black 
populace but that stretch of streets tram 
the old Lane Askins on N. Starr Rd. east 
towards High St and Just north of 
Seventh Ave where blacks had lived 
almost since the war between the states 
with their dwellings. their outhouses and 
pumps. and the city began to find fault 
and hauled many of them into court 
Finally the blacks lost oul and the 
ground was leveled to blossom out again 
in tine white dwelling places 

There came a plan to pick on the near- 
Eastside {hat way, (oo. One will recall 
that about 17 years ago the drawing 
board had.anotion_to_get rid of all that 
black belt from Cleveland Ave. to’ Taylor 
Ave. -- white folks were east of that then 
-- and to clear out all houses from Broad 
St. north to the tracks — and they were 
going to develop light industry -- yep 
like light industry over Goodale district 
way where there are those very éxclusive 
high rise apartments now 

But the near-Eastside may beat the 
light industry hoax, for all over the near- 
Eastside apartment hoosing units are 
going up -- they are new and lend them- 
selves to comfortable dwelling. This new

You hear a.great deal these days about 
the population explosion, about limiting 
the size of the family, about abortion, the 
pill, and various methods oc contracep- 
tion. Newspapers and magazines have 
frequent articles on these subjects: 

Rarely do you 9e@ articles about a 
Problem faced by thousands of couples 
which is quite the Opposite--they want 
children, they want to be Parents, and yet 
the woman seems unable to become 
pregnant 


These couples are said to be infertile 
For them, not to have children means 
unhappiness and sorrow. Must they 
remain childless? Or can anything help 
them to have the baby they want? 


Fortunately, in many cases they can be 
helped. Through research, doctors are 
learning that infertility can have any one 
of several different causes Usually 
women, perhaps because of their mater- 
nal instincts, are the first to seek. medical 
help. But surprisingly, the cause is as of- 
ten found—in-the-man-as“it-is if the 
woman. For many men, to Suggest that 
they are the cause of infertility insults 
their manhood. This should not be, since 
there is usually no connection between a 
man’s sexual ability and his ability to 
become a father.’ 

Wher a medical 6xamination Shows no 
reason that a woman cannot become 
pregnant, the man must be examined 
too. Some doctors will not bagin to in- 
vestigate an infertility” problem unless 
the man gives his cooperation 

What are the causes of infertility? For 
one, women must ovulate-—produce an 
egg called an ovum-—if they are to have 
a chance to become pregnant. Some- 
times this failure to ovulaje is caused by 
small cysts on the ovaries'which produce 
the egg. A simple operation is often ef. 
fective in correcting this. Other times the 
lack of certain female hormones prevents 
ovulation. Treatment with these hor- 
mones may be all that is needed to 
enable a woman to become pregnant 

Another way of attacking the Jack of 
ovulation 1s b¥ using drugs that stimulate 

F di body 5 own natural production of the 
ecessary hormones 

In’ some women tests show that the 
tubes through which the egg must pass 
are blocked, Occasionally, operations 
open thé tubes so the egg can pass 
through, restoring fertility 

When the cause of infertility is traced 
tg the man, most often itis found he has 
to few sperm cells. or those he has are 
immature or don't have the ability to 
reach the egg. Various drugs or hor 
mones may help. In recent years. ar- 
tificial insemination, using a cancen- 
tration of the man’s sperm has been tried 
With some success 

In a few instances, a woman develops 
a kind of immunity to a man’s sperm 
might say she is vaccinated against the 
sperm or allergic to it, Methods of treat- 
ment for this problem have been found 

Sometimes there is no physical reason 
for infertility, Doctors have all heard of 
the couple unable to have children who 
adopt a child. The next thing that hap- 
pens, the woman becomes pregnant! 

No couple should believe they are truly 
infertile until an expert has told them, af- 
ter closely examining their case, that 
they cannot have children There are 
now a number of infertility chores whieh — 
devote their time to infertility problems 

Even when a couple is told, yes, they 
can have children, they must be patient 
Some women will still not have the child 
they hope for And it may be as long as 
two years or more before the fortunate

Guide Makes Debut 


The long awaited Total 
Service Directory of black 
businesses and professionals 
in the Columbus area is now 
being distributed to some 
10,000 local homes and 
businesses. Officials of the 
publishing -firm, Writer's 
Dynamics, Inc. of 131 
Franklin Pk. W., 


with the next week. 

The 88-page document is 
Sponsored by the Columbus 
Business League and lists in- 
formation describing over 
835 businesses, pro- 
fessionals, and com- 
munity institutions. The direc- 
tory is artfully covered in 
black with a blue cameo 
symbol and white letters. The 
listings are printed in black, 
red, and blue. 

The publication: of the 
Total Service Directory 
means that for the first time, 
local consumers can readily 
identify black businesses and 
learn something of their 
background and capabilities. 

Business identifications are 
listed both by the type of 
firms and in alphabetical or- 
der. 

In the. first secion, called 
“Classified,” the listings are 
arranged in a generic title 
sequence. This means that 
the entries are arranged by 
such titles as accountants, 
beauty shops, SOMAALOFR 
ete. 

Both black pusinbes and 
several hundred white firms 
are listed in the Classified 
Section, for future study and 
comparative purposes. The 
difference between the two 
types of listings is a matter of 
indentation, Black 
businesses are printed even 
with the left margins; whites 
are indented. 

Classified listings include 
firm names, addresses, city, 
ZIP, telephone, and owner- 
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indicate; 
mailings will be completed 


ship names. 

The Alphabetical Section 
lists only black businesses 
and professionals. The first 
two lines prirted are the 
same as those listed in the 
Classified Section. However, 
the remaining lines list busi- 
ness specialties, experience, 
number of employees, hours 
open, inventory, parking ac- 
commodations, etc. 

President of Writer's 
Dynamics is Forrest L. 
Flewellen, journalist and 
communication specialist 
who founded the firm in 1962. 
Vice-President is Henry T. 
Flint, of the local family well— 
known in the night club 
ownership circles of the past. 
Secretary is Clenzo B. Fox, 
attorney. 
and Natalie H. Hunt. Office 
manager is Sue Ware: While 
essentially a parttime firm 
comprised of government 
and private professionals, the 
firm nevertheless employees 
a fulltime-staff. 

Flewellen, who also has 
served at President of the 
Columbus Business League 
and is now Chairman of the 
Board, said that the Total 
Service Directory will be 
published again this year. 

“It took us a long time to 
get this information into the 
Streets. We know that some 
of the data is outdated, and 
we also know that some 
businesses were inadverten- 
tly omitted.” 

“We want to include every 
black business in the area. 
With both the listings and the 
Directory being free, we 
would be able to reach our 
goal. We will then be able to 
publish annually.”

The Rivers’ group Home, 
882 Bryden Rd., which is a 
half-way house for teenage 
boys who have had brushes 
with the law, is ‘fighting to 
keep its door open and to 
continue preparing these 
boys, remanded to the Home 
from the Ohio Youth Com- 
mission on a contract basis, 
to assume constructive 
places in society. 

In the two years the Home 
has been in operation, 
proper financing and 
adequate staffing have 
always been major problems.
